The Essex Planning Commission, at its October 8, 2020 meeting, teviewed and discussed the above-

referenced referrals from the Zoning Commission proposing several ameodments to the Essex Zoning

Regulations, and have the folloving comments to be included with the Public Hearing record on these

applications:

o Application 20-6 to add a number of defi.nirions to Section 20. By consensus. t}re Planning

Commission determined that this proposal was hatrnonious with the Plan of Conservation and

Development (PoCD) and encourages the Zoaing Commission to act favorably on this

application, v/ith ooe rccommended chaoge: the tegulatofy language should be removed from the

definition of "Maximum Lot Covetage," as regulatory standards should not be a part of

definitions.

o Aoolication 20-7- to amend Secrion 121 concernin-q Zoninp Permits. Bv consensus the Planninq

Commission detetmined that this ptoposal was incompatible with the Plan of Conservation &

Development and should not be approved at this time. Specifically, the Commission found that

additiooal cL'i6y should be provided to regulations for fencrng and signage, as not all fences should

be considered regulated stuctu.res, aod not all signs rcquire permits.

o APPlication 20-8. to amend Section 140 cooceming rhe Zoning Board of Appeals. By consensus,

the Planning Commission determined that this proposal was harmonious with the PIan of
Conservation and Development (?oCD) and encoutages the Zoning Commission to act favorably

on this application.

. APplication 20-9- to arnend Secuons 40L- 45- and 70 cooceming lots split by two zoning districts.

By consensus, the Planning Commission determined that this proposal was harmonious with the

PIan of Conservation and Developmeflt eoCD) and encourages the Zoning Commission to act



favorably on this application and adopt the amendment to Section 70D, with one reconunended

change: the refetence to the "zvetage of the sum" should fust be rephrased to "average."

o Application 20-10. to add Self-Storage to Section 90. Limited Industrial. By consensus. the

Planning Commission determined that this proposal was harmonious with the Plan of

Conservation and Development (PoCD) and encourages the Zor:ling Commission to act favombly

on this application.
